While most 
of the «eed in the state this year has 
been selected ,'ind cured with care, it 
is still important that the seed be test- 
ed."It is true that properly selected 
nnd cured seed has from »0 to 95 per 
cent germinating power, but it is safer 
to test the seed. After testing, the far- 
mer knows whether the sceJ he Is 
planting is strong or not and whether 
It will nay to eow It."
